court decisions 
and develop- 


ments having a bearing on pro- 
bable cause for arrest. 


According to Mr. Hoxie, the 


conferences will be attended by 
representatives of the FBI and 
law enforcement agencies in this 
area. These are among a series 
of similar such meetings being 
held throughout the Nation be- 
tween now and October 
31st. 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 


stated that the over-all crime 
problem in the country today is 
of deep concern, and no efforts 
can be spared to reduce it. 
Computerized information sys- 
tems such as the FBI National 
Crime Information Center, which 
are now being developed at a 
rapid pace throughout the law 
enforcement community are one 
means of accomplishing the task. 
"Today's technology," he added, 
"should be exploited to the ful- 
lest degree in meeting the is- 
sues presently facing law en- 
forcement." 


Mr. Hoover explained that the 


FBI National Crime Information 
Cneter, a nationwide index of 
data on crime and criminals, 
provides, within seconds, infor- 
mation to a police officer on his 
beat and is bringing more and 
more criminals to justice and 
preventing fast-moving violators 
from evading local authorities 
and "outrunning" the law. Since 
it .be^an operation, the system 
has proved toIbe tremendously; 
successful, and eventually the en- 
tire Nation, with terminals in 
each state, will have direct ac- 
cess to the Center.

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Many Judges 
Endorse 
Antiriot BUI 


By JOHN CHADWICK 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Many 


U.S. District Court judges not 
only have endorsed the House* 
passed antirlot bill but also sug* 
gested amendments to make it 
tougher. 


The Senate Judiciary Commit* 


tee had copies of the bill sent to 
each of the 338 district court 
judges, with a request for their 
comments 
and 
recommenda- 


tions for Improving it or making 
it more readily enforceable. 


Replies so far from about 100 


judges in all parts of the coun- 
try are running 80 per cent or 
better In favor of the bill. 


Two indicated they opposed 


the bill, and some replied it 
would be inappropriate to com- 
ment or took no position on the 
merits of the legislation. Sever- 
al suggested it might be difficult 
to enforce. 


Perhaps the most unusual re- 


ply was the letter from Chief 
Judge Charles E. Wyzanski Jr. 
of the U.S. District Court in 
Massachusetts. He wrote: 


"My position with respect to 


this bill is identical with that of 
Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of 


Massachusetts." 
At the wlndup 


of 
the Judiciary 
Committee's 


hearings on the bill, Kennedy 
said it had "ample public rela- 
tions value but very little sub- 
stance." He has maintained it 
distracts attention from social 
and economic factors he be- 
lieves generate riots. 


The bill would make it a fed- 


eral crime to go from one state 
to another with intent to incite a 
riot. It would provide penalties 
of up to five years' imprison- 
ment or a $10,000 fine, orboth. 


Some of the judges recom- 


mended 
stiffening 
the 
maxi- 


mum prison term. Judge Edwin 
D. Steel Jr. of Delaware and 
Judge Joe Eaton of the Southern 
District of Florida proposed 10 
years. Chief Judge William H. 
Timbers of Connecticut suggest- 
ed a maximum 20 years. And 
Judge Peirson M. Hall of the 
Southern District of California 
recommended the bill provide 
for life imprisonment or death 
in the event a riot incited by an 
outside agitator resulted in any 
one being killed. 


Judge Luther Bohanon of the 


Western District of Texas sug- 
gested amending the bill to re- 
quire 
that bail 
for 
anyone 


caught inciting a riot be set in 
an amount "to make sure the 
accused be confined until such 
time as the danger of riot has 
passed in whatever locality the 
riot may be imminent." 


Some of the judges recom- 


mended 
deletion 
from 
the 


House-passed bill of language 
saying that to incite to riot 
"shall not mean the mere advo- 
cacy of ideas or the mere ex- 
pression of belief." 


Judge Carl A. Weinman of the 


Southern District of Ohio said: 
"You are 
setting forth what 


mighl be a defense" for a per- 
son accused of inciting to riot. 


Similarly, Chief Judge James 


C. Connell of the Northern Dis- 
trict 
of 
Ohio wrote: "Why 


should the law-making body in- 
vent defenses to the law which 
it enacts and thus negate the 
end it seeks to accomplish?" 


Connell added, "Frankly, this 


looks to me as if the law is un- 
consciously being watered down 
before it ever comes into exist- 
ence."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Even 


as America's weapons makers 
revamp and Improve stockpiled 
nuclear weapons, work Is under' 
way on exotic flew types of ar- 
mament, 


Government officials say fu- 


ture objectives Include not only

"neutron 


bomb"—once described as a 
kind of death-ray weapon—but 
also pure-fusion weapons that 
would not require atomic bomb 
triggers and thus would produce 
no radioactive fallout. 


These and other developments 


concerning America's present 
nuclear arms posture came out 
in response to queries submitted 
to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion by The Associated Press. 


The AEC collaborated 
with 


the Defense Department in pre- 
paring its answers. AEC Chair- 
man Glenn T. Seaborg and Brig. 
Gen. 
Edward B. Ciller, director 


of the AEC's Division of Mili- 
tary AppUeatlbfig, were inter- 
viewed separately. 


In addition to references to re- 


search work on the pure-fusion 
weapons and the neutron bomb, 
the AEC's written answers of- 
fered these further highlights: 


~The American stockpile of 


"tens of thousands" of individu- 
al nuclear weapons includes nu- 
clear antisubmarine 
rockets, 


torpedoes and depth charges — 
weafjons that have had little of- 
ficial mention 
in "IRe 
past, 


— Red China apparently has a 


"rational, well-organized" nu- 
clear weapons development pro- 
gram—and 
conceivably could 


launch an Intercontinental bal- 
listic missile test vehicle before 
the end of this year. 
-The United States still holds 


an over-all lead in nuclear 
weapons over the Soviet Union. 


Seaborg also referred to that 


over-all lead, but he cautioned: 


"Weapons can become almost 


obsolete in comparison to those 
of a potential adversary. And 
that's why we need to test so 
frequently. We're rebuilding and 
re-working our stockpile con- 
stantly."

ome independent observers 
seem to think highly of Michi- 
gan Governor George Rom- 


ney as a presidential possibility 
but your editor is not one of them. 


Romney made his mark by re- 


vitalizing American Motors with 
accomplishments 
rather 
than 


words; but as a politician he 
appears to let words outrun 
deeds. 


In the Detroit crisis he was 


quick to criticize President John- 
son for being slow in putting down 
an armed revolt, inferring that 
the White House delayed answer- 
ing Michigan's call for federal 
troops in order to first study the 
political effect. But his accusa- 
tion fell flat because the gover- 
nor had in the beginning sent 
Michigan's National Guard into 
Detroit with orders not to shoot 
even though Detroit police were 
already being fired upon. From 
this observation post it appeared 
that Romney convicted himself of 
the very thing of which he said 
the President was suspect. 


And with this in his background 


the 
Michigan governor com- 


pounds his error by now intro- 
ducing a political note on the 
Vietnam war. Romney, a Republi- 
can, says (1) He was "brain- 
washed" on his visit to the war 
zone, and (2) The Democratic 
administration isn't telling the 
people the truth about the war. 


That there is civilian politi- 


cal interference with the mili- 
tary people who are supposed to 
be running the war is something 
most Americans do believe. But 
since it is generally true of all 
wars the credibility of the ac- 
cusation in this particular war 
depends almost entirely upon the 
reputation of the accuser. 


If a political housecleaning 


would help us in Vietnam then 
whoever starts it would be doing 
our country a good service. But 
if it's merely an attempt to make 
the war a reference point in a 
political campaign then it is a 
disservice—and Gov. Romney's 
interruptive remarks are about 
as welcome as a commercial in 
the midst of a television melo- 
drama. 


Sure, the governor was in Viet- 


nam, and didn't like what he saw 
or heard. But so were others 
there. Romney is a Republican. 
But another governor in Viet- 
nam was Philip A. Hoff, Demo- 
crat, of Vermont—and Hoff says 
Romney's 
words 
are "in- 


credible." 


So Romney has talked him- 


self into the position of being 
just another politician in a coun- 
try full of politicians. 


You have the right to expect 


better judgment in a man who 
is reputed to be one of the front- 
running Republican candidates 
for President.
